Hience the stake has been raised, the boly 
fire prepared. the supjosed victim of God’s 
wra'h has been chained and consumed in 
the flames amidst the shou's of a zealous 
assembly. ‘The reason assigned may be, 
that “* God hates him, and why should tot 
[do soaiso? If God will burn him forev- 
er in hell, why cannot the glorious work 
begin on earch?” ‘The being oi whom we 
are giving a fiint description, and in whim 
many belicve is as much worse than man, 
as he has more power to do evil, 
For, being possessed of like passions, 
had he no more power, he would be equal 
with man. But as be is possessed of 1 ti- 
nite ;over, he is capable of pr ducing ine 
firite evil, and becomivg an object of per- 
tect: atred. Itappears to us very surprising 
that such doctrine has become so popular. 
But the believers in this god of p#ssions, 
also believes in endless misery, and sureiy 
they cannot support their doctrine other- 
wise. And we should judge that the de- 
nouncing any of the human family to end- 
less misery was the work of a demon, and 
not of the God of our salvation. 
They must make cop changeable and 
subject to have his anger rise in order to 
have him damn a single soul of man to end- 
less woe. Because scripture informs us 
that God would not have created-any thing 
bad he hated it. Now, as he is unchange- 
able, it is impossible that he ever shon'd 
hate one of his creation unless he hated it 
at the tisie he created iit. But if scriptnre 
be true, he bated nothing when he made it, 
then of course he never will. Now he has 
a numerous creation which he pronounced 
“ very good,” and as he is * God and not 
man,” he loves it s‘ill and must continue to 
love it-because he * changeth no'.” What 
will infinite love produca upon the object.

Barry, Vt. Dec. 16, 1823. 

To the Rev. Hosea Ballou, 

Dear Sir.—Our venerable and beloved 
brother WILLIAM FAREWELL depart- 

ed this life on the 11th inst. at the house 
of his son, in this town, in the 74th year of 
his age. He had enjoyed very good health, 
for a man of hits years, til! within two weeks 
of his death, when he fell on the ice, and 
about the same time took a’ violent cold, 
which terminated his mortal life. He had 
just returned froma journey of four months 
into New-York, New Hampshire, and thro’ 
this state, and preached the sabbath before 
his confinement in this vicinity. Brother 
Farewell remained firm in the belief, 
“ That the Father sent the Son to be the 
Saviour of the world.” to the last, and met 
death with christian fortitude and resigna- 
tion, giving, in the manner of his death, 
the lic tothe old assertion, that a belief in 
Universat Salvation, may do to live by, 
mut will not do to die by. His wife with 


whom he had Jived a tuli half century, sur- 
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vives him, and ts happy in the faith of the 
gospel. 

Brother F. I bel'eve, was the first man 
who sreached the doctrine of Impartial 
Jove i» the north part of Vermont, if not 
in the state.
